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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to papers filed on 3 June 2005. 

2. Claims 1-5 are pending and presented for examination. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

4. Applicant's submission of references on form PTO-1449 filed June 3, 2005 has been received 
and entered. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to because: 

a. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 
37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). 

b. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, each of the elements of 
the instant claims must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing

A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of 
the invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter.

b. The disclosure is incomprehensible as it is a reiteration of the claim language 
itself. The Examiner is not able to determine the metes and bounds of the invention 
without a proper explanation of what is being claimed. A specification according to 37 
CFR 1.77 is required. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Each of the cited elements 
of the instant invention are not properly explained and illustrated so as to enable one of ordinary 
skill level to make and use the claimed invention in the instant application. For example, the 
method used for the process control or process regulation has not been properly or fully 
enabled, the installation of the actuators as it pertains to the method of the process is not 
explained, nor is the method model. 
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10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

12. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements and steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. 

With reference to both the 35 USC 112, second paragraph, rejections, the limitations of 
the instant claims are in no way directed to establishing a method or series of steps to form the 
method of process control or regulation as per the preamble of the instant claims. How 
"microstructural grain size value" or "a microstructural transformation time" or "microstructural 
transformation temperature" establishes a method of controlling a process is not understood or 
known. Furthermore, the preamble of the claim language seems to set forth many of the 
essential limitations of the method for the process control since a process is stated followed by 
a wherein clause at numerous instances on many lines. However, the preamble is not given 
patentable weight. The features of the instant invention as stated in the preamble has not been 
given patentable weight because it has been held that a preamble is denied the effect of a 
limitation where the claim is drawn to a structure and the portion of the claim following the 
preamble is a self-contained description of the structure not depending for completeness upon the 
introductory clause. Kropa v. Robie, 88 USPQ 478 (CCPA 1951). 
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13. Based upon and in addition to the aforementioned reasons, a reasonable determination 
cannot be made with regard to the scope of the instant application; thus, no art rejection has 
been applied. See In re Steele, 49 CCPA 1295, 134 USPQ 292 (1962).
